DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions Is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 16-19, drawn to a sealed circuit receiving signals from sensors to 
monitor selected parameters describing conditions of the device wherein 
the sensors are integrated in a sealed circuit block and wherein at least 
one sensor Is a hall sensor and wherein the hall sensor is signaled by a 
magnet fixed to a first part of the device to monitor the position of the first 
part relative to a second part accommodating the sealed circuit block and 
wherein the sealed circuit block comprises a timer, classified in class 604, 
subclass 890.1 . 

II. Claims 20-23, drawn to a sealed circuit, an injection button, and a magnet 
fixed to a portion of the device, classified in class 604, subclass 93.01 . 

III. Claims 24-25, drawn to, inter alia, a timer that records the elapsed time 
from the pressing of a button during injection or Infusion, classified in class 
604, subclass 65. 

IV. Claims 26-27, drawn to a drive for driving a piston and a timer that is 
triggered when the drive for piston is activated to expel medication from 
the cartridge, classified in class 604, subclass 67. 

V. Claims 28-30, drawn to, inter alia, a circuit block comprising a timer 
having a first input for a reset signal, a second input for a signal activating 
a read out of the circuit and an output to a display displaying he read out 
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of the time lapsed after tlie latest receipt of a signal of the first input, the 
circuit block further being provided with a sensor connected to the first 
input, the sensor connected to the first input giving off a signal when an 
injection button on the device is pressed to expel medication from the 
device, and means for sending of a signal to the second input to activate 
the read out of the circuit, classified in class 604, subclass 288.01 . 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. In the instant case, inventions l-V have separate utility in view 
of the disclosed structural differences. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as Indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
